He also pointed out that Italy had a 
million men which Canada could equip 
and send to the trenches. We do not 
want, Mr.. Michener said,’ hired men 
to fight our battles for us, we want 
the heart and strength of Canada to 
help her against the German aggres- 
sion. 42,000. casualties showed the 
great need. There were men of the 
1st Division still in the front line 
trench who had had no extended fur- 
lough. He pointed out that the Sth 
division had been wiped ‘out to supply 
the 4th division, and if the’ Union gov- 
ernment was defeated the 4th would 
go to keep up the third, and the third 
the second until there was not a divi- 
sion left at all. The speeches of such 
men instilled poison into the foreign- 
born of the nation. They wero doing 
more for the Germans and the enem- 
jes of the.Empire than if they were in 
the front line trench of the Prussian 
Guards. Did he tell them what Sir 
Wilfrid would do if returned to power? 
What was then the use of a referen- 
dum? What was the present election 
but a straight referendum on the Mili- 
tary Service Act? Sir Wilfrid does 
not intend to carry on the Act, and 
does not intend to prosecute the war. 
The mask was off The men at. the 
front would be deserted. Do we want 
to be in the hands of the shirkers and 
quitters of Canada? Do we want Can- 
ada to go on «nd be worthy of the 
30,000 graves of the men who have 
gone, and of those who go _ about 
maimed. He had every confidence 
that the people of Red Deer would 
say that as for them’ they would 
stand back of the boys and would 
see that they did their duty with re- 
gard to the boys and to support the 
nation in their great struggle. Dr. 
Clark, who was a Liberal, stood with 
the Union government because he was 
bigger than party and had the cour- 
age to stand alone. Do we want a re- 
presentative who stands convicted as 
a broken reed. He knew they would 
give the benefit of their support to the 
men who stand on guard at the front. 

The chairman then called on Mr. 
Smith, who, he remarked, had to be 
awakened from a sleep to come to 
this meeting. But he could explain 
better than the chairman the reason. 
He was a good sport, and a strong 


utterly wrong. He felt that history 
would prove them to be wrong. 

He desired to know if any person 
had met a returned veteran who did 
not approve of conscription. He had 
met one man, Lieut. Reilly, now oppos- 
ing the Hon. Mr. Sifton in Medicine 
Hat. He had changed his views like 
Mr. Puffer. Why? There was only 
one reason, they were hoping to get 
to a seat at Ottawa. To anyone who 
tells you there is no need of compul- 
sion, refer them to those who have 
suffered at the front. Go and ask 
them. These men are defending our 
shores’ just as though they were on 
our shores at Halifax. They are en- 
titled to the best we have. He spoke 
of his own family. His older brother 
was in hospital, with his wife and 
children waiting to know the issue 
of life and death. His own kid bro- 
ther was in the trenches. He was 
wounded, he won the Military Cross 
for bravery. He returned to France, 
and within a few days he was back in 
the hospital again. He had to go 
back sooner than he should have gone 
because there was a shortage of men 
at the front, and it was necessary to 
send him back before his time. There 
was only one vital question before 
the people, the immediate help of the 
boys at the front, and the present gov- 
ernment had promised to see that as- 
sistance is sent to the boys at the 
front at the very earliest opportunity. 

The chairman then introduced the 
Hon. A. L. Sifton to the meeting, and 
he was loudly cheered on coming for- 
ward. 

Mr. Sifton said he was pleased to 
once more address a Red Deer audi- 
ence. He spoke of the Union govern- 
ment, and of the difficulties in its way. 
All parties have difficulties. Mr. 
Borden had met every difficulty. The 
only great discussion with Mr. Bor- 
den by the Liberals who visited Otta- 
wa was to discuss the great issues be- 
fore the people regarding the war. 
The only suggestion he made to Mr. 
Borden, on being asked, was that a 
man trained as a soldier should be 
head of the Militia of Canada, and 
General Mewburn was selected.

‘Outside of these things there were 
other matters of the future, which he 
wished to discuss. Six years ago, 
after the last census there had been 
an appeal to return the government. 
Under that constitution there should 
have been a redistribution of seats, 
which would have given the western 
provinces 56 representatives instead 
of 34, but this redistribution had not 
been made because the east was ag- 
ainst it. Now, for the first time we 
had our 56 representatives, but our 
present population entitled us to 72. 
This was one of the things which was 
serious. It was important that Union 
government be supported by a solid 
west, and that the western members 
stay there for the purpose of seeing 
that there is a proper redistribution 
before the next election, when we 
would be entitled to 80 seats, or a 
number equal to Quebec and the mar- 
itime provinces combined. Then there 
would be no more talk of a solid Ont- 
tario, or a solid Quebec, running the 
affairs of this country, but the west 
would have sufficient representation 
to assure justice and to be certain of 
making this country a part of the em- 
pire of which its citizens need not be 
ashamed. 

The meeting closed with the Nation- 
al anthem, after which hearty cheers 
for Dr. Clark, Mr. Sifton, and the 
Union government were given.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land itegulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, ofay hume- 
slead a quarter section wf available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tehewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at tne Lom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suo-Agency 
for the District. [Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion |.ands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. <A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
ip good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 5U acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
atead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a ~ pitr- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. uties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and’ erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation: is’ subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. J.ive stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions. .

BORDEN DECLARES 
LAURIER REFUSED T0 
CO-OPERATE 10 HELP 
VOLUNTARY ENLISTING 


Sir Wilfrid, If Elected, Would be 
Largely Dependent for Support on 
That School of Thought Which 
Says Canada Should Have 
Taken No Part in The 
World = Struggle. 


SYDNEY, N.S., Nov. 17.—Coinbat- 
ting the contention of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in opposing the Militar, Ser- 
vice Act, that the government's ¢ffort 
in regard to voluntary recruitin.; had 
been inadequate, Sir Robert B>.den, 
in an address to a mass meeting here 
last night alluded to two specific in- 
stances where he, as head of the gov- 
ernment, had either inaugurate! or 
warmly encouraged movements to pro- 
cure reinforcements by the volunt- 
ary methods, though in each case, he 
announced, Sir Wilfrid Laurier him- 
self had failed to co-operate. 

The first occasion was in August, 
1916, when he urged Sir Wilfrid to aid 
in a recruiting effort, and the second 
in February, 1917, when the Hainilton 
Canadian Club had asked the oy post- 
tion leader for a written endorse nent 
of a recruiting campaign. Sir Wiifrid 
had written the club, that he was not 
able at that time,.to give an aflirma- 
tive answer. . 

SIR WILFRID'S SUPPORT. 

Sir Robert warned his hearers that 
as Sir Wilfrid, if returned to power, 
would be largely dependent upon that 
school of thought which claimed that 
Canada should have taken no part in 
the war and that.Ser armies shuld 
be withdrawn; it Was npt difficult to 
imagine the outcome so far as rein- 
forcements were concerned, if the 
government was defeated. Sir Robert 
remarked to the audience that the Ger- 
mans had said that the war would be 
decided by a test Of nerve, anid the 
coming election would determine that 
test for Canada; the proposed refer- 
endum on Military service would mean 
the paralysis of efforts for reinforce- 
ments until they would be useless. 

The premier announced he would 
speak in a number of Ontario towns 
next week. 


SIR ROBERT'S ADDRESS. . 

Sir Robert said, in part: 

“For more than three years Canada 
has been at war with the greatest mili- 
tary power that the world has ever 
known. When war broke out, Canada 
was absorbed in problems of pevace- 
ful development. Today we have an 
army corps at the front, and it is 
Canada’s duty to maintain that force 
at full strength. Such is the intent- 
ion of the Government. For that pur- 
pose the Military Service Act has been 
passed. As to the efliciency of that 
force, let me give you the opinion of 
an eminent American writer, who has. 
just returned from the front: 

“Though certain crack British regi- 
ments are unsurpassed by any troops 
in the world, the fact remains that the 
Canadian army as a whole constiiutes 
the most formidable weapon of its 
size on any front. This statement 
does not represent my valueless per- 
sonal prejudices, but the opinion of 
military experts.” 

““This appreciation expresses the 
position which our army occupies to- 
day in the eyes of the world. 

TEST OF NERVES. 

““The Germans say that this war 
will be decided by a test of nerves. 
They believe they can stand that test 
better than any of the allied nations, 
and that, therefore, they will win. 
This election will determine that test 
for Canada. If the people decide that 
the Canadian army corps shall not be 
supported and maintained at full 
strength it means the beginning of the 
end. The heroic spirit and the unsel- 
fish sacrifice of those men who are 
defending us beyond the seas surely 
demand the like spirit in their fellow 
countrymen at home. 

“In his manifesto to the Canadian 
people, Sir Wilfrid Laurier pledged 
himself to suspend the operation of 
the Military Service Act until after 
the holding of a referendum. That 
means the paralysis of effort until 
this further effort proves useless. He 
asserts that sufficient reinforcements 
have been raised by voluntary enlist- 
ment, and he censures the government 
for alleged inadequacy of effort. 

“In August, 1916, I entreated him 
to give his aid and co-operation in an 
appeal to the Canadian people, which 
might have brought about increased 
enjistment. He declined to give that 
co-operation. A letter was sent to him

by ‘the ‘recruiting: committee of the 
Canadian club of Hamilton, asking him 
to give a written endorsement $o their 
effort to arouse ‘new interest and act- 
ivity in recruiting. 

“Mr. Rowell and I sent encouraging 
messages in response to that appeal 
of the Hamilton club. 

“I will give you the exact terms of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s reply of Febru: 
ary 26 last: : 


SIR WILFRID’S REPLY. 

” ‘Dear Sir—I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your-favor of 
the. 20th instant. I am sorry that I 
cannot send you at once an affirmative 
answer. -I will look into the matter, 
but will keep it¢under advisement. 

“Believe me, yours sincerely, 

(Signed) WILFRID LAURIER.’ 


“I am informed that he’has made 
no furqper reply. The urgent need for 
reinforcements at the front was known 
to all Canada. He declined on that 
occasion to say one word which would 
aid the national purpose ar give sup- 
port to the men who are holding Can- 
ada's battle line. 

“What has the Cafiadian army corps 
to expect from euch a spirit? A cer- 
tain school of thought, fortunately 
limited in numbers, declares that the 
present iar was instigated by: Great 
Britain out of a commercial gréed. 
It affirms that Canada should have 
taken no part in it, that her armies 
should be withdrawn, and that we 
should make no further effort. 


SIR WILFRID'S SUPPORT. 


“This Is precisely the German view 
of Canada's duty. “The school to 
which I have alluded to vehemently 
opposes the present government and 
strongly supports the opposition. If 
Sir Wifrid Laurier is returned to pow- 
er, he must largely depend upon the 
support of men of this school. It is 
not difficult to imagine the outcome. 
The government {s daily confronted 
with very difficult and complex ques- 
tions arising out of the war. The 
world-wide conditions created by the 
war affects this country, and big ques- 
tions of purely domestic concern aris- 
ing out of the war are constantly be 
fere us. "We are continually called 
upon to deal with matters profoundly 
affecting international relations which 
ought to have most careful thought 
and attentive consideration. In the 
midst of this a general election has 
been precipitated. ~ 


BORDEN'S PROPOSAL. ' 


“Sir Wilfrid Laurier has not stated 
accurately the responsibility for the 
election. I proposed to him in the 
first instance that a coalition govern- 
ment should be formed with equal re- 
presentation from both political par- 
ties outside of the office of prime min- 
ister. That proposal involved his ac- 
ceptance of the principle of compul- 
sory military service. He raised the 
point that in the province of Quebec 
such a law would not be respected or 
obeyed until there was either a refer- 
endum or a general election. Being 
most anxious for a union government 
I endeavored to meet his objection. I 
therefore proposed’ that coalition 
should be. formed; that the military 
service bill should be. passed, that it 
should not be enforced until ‘after a 
senoral election, and that parliament

should be dissolved. Then, after the 
general election the military service 
act should be imimediately enfcrced. 
My original proposal did not involve 
but distinctly negatived the holding 
of a general election until after the 
war. My second proposal was put for- 
ward as a means of inducing him to 
unite in forming a national govern- 
ment. It will be remembered that in 
the autumn of 1915 I urged hi:n to 
enter into an agreement which would 
avoid a general election until after the 
war. At that thme, as afterwards, in 
1917, he declined the proposal. In the 
face of his opposition further exten- 
sion of parliament could not be press- 
ed. This is a fair and accurate sum- 
mary of what made this election neces- 
sary. 
C.N.R. SITUATION. 


“Sir Wilfrid Laurier has attacked 
the proposals respecting the Canadian 
Northern railway, and I shall deal' very 
briefly with his objection. In the first 
place he is primarily responsible for 


the policy and for the conditions 
which made action inevitable, if that 
railway and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
are to be maintained as important sys- 
tems of transportation and not allowed 
to lapse into the disorganization which 
would be created by their bankruptcy. 

“He announced with a flourish of 
trumpets in 1904 the Grand Trunk Pac- 
ific and later he placed the Canadian 
Northern on the same basis, as a nat- 
;jonal undertaking. The government 
formed in 1911 inherited the condi- 
‘tions created by that policy. We had 
to deal with the situation as best we 
could. When we proposed the loan 
to the Canadian Northern in 1914 Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier moved a_ resolution 
declaring that the government ought 
to acquire all the stock of the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway by arbitration, 
and that a maximum value of $30,000,- 
000 should be fixed. In 1914, the gov- 
ernment as then constituted acquired 
$40,000,000 of Canadian Northern rail- 
way stock by arbitration. It docs not 
lie well in his mouth to say that the 
course which he solemnly proposed 
only three years ago by resolution in 
parliament, is an unwise course. ‘There 


is, however, one marked distinction” 


which the people should thoroughly 
realize between his proposal and ours. 
We fixed the maximum price at 
$10,000,000, or just one third of the 
amount which he though reasonable. 
In attacking or condemning the goy- 
ernment he still more strongly attacks 
and condemns himself.”

Paris, Nov. 23.—Col. E. M. House, 
for himself and on behalf of his asso- 
ciates who arrived here from London 
yesterday, said concerning the pur- 
pose of the mission: 

“We bring to the French republic 
& message of encouragement from 
the American millions who are mobi- 
lizing in factories, on farms and upon 
military fields. 

“There is a grim determination 
amongst us to wage war until the 
world is free from the shadow and 
spectre of the sword. We hd in 
mind no material gain. 
want is an assurance of permanent 
peace and the tramp of our soldiers 
on the soil df France will be heard 
ever inereasingly until it is achieved.

MR. PUFFER'S MEETING 


— 


‘On Wednesday evening last the 
first mass meeting of the campaign 
was held in Red Deer by Mr. Puffer, 
the Laurier candidate, in the Parish 
hall. There was a fair attendance of 
electors, and the best of attention pre- 
‘vailed. J. J. Gaetz occupied the chair 
and Messrs W. A. Moore, A. H. Rus- 
sell, and John Quigg occupied the 
platform. , 


Mr. Puffer stated he had been ad- 
vised against going to Red Deer as he 
would not be given a hearing, but he 
knew Red Deer better than that. He 
had always ‘been very friendly with 
Dr. Clark, and in the present campaign 
it was only a matter of opiniqn be- 
tween them. 
platform of the Liberal convention at 
Winnipeg, and of the Edmonton con- 


vention. If he had been in Ottawa 
he would have voted for the War 
Time Election act, but he had seen 


new light on the subject, and now was 
opposed to conscription in any form 
whatever. He also withdrew his 
statement made to T. A. Gaetz at the 
Red Deer convention. He contended 
conscription was uncalled for and 
backed Sir Wilfrid Laurier in the 
stand he had taken on this question. 
He contended all munition plants 
should have -been taken over by the 
government and the profits Caken to 
pay off the public debt. He defended 
Quebec in the attitude they had taken. 
He contended the government were 
taking 60 to 75 per cent. of the boys 
from the farms of the west and allow- 
ing 96 per cent of the men of Montreal 
and Quebec to be exempt., where they 
could be better spared. He claimed 
the British government never demand- 
ed any certain number of men from 
Canada, but they wanted us to furn- 
ish them with food. He thought we 
should send more food and less men. 
He said his son, who had returned 
from the trenches and had been given 
a commission in the air service, re- 
ported that he only got two potatoes 
a week, and had to spend his surplus 
cash for food, and asked him to send 
him money to’ buy it. He did not think 
it was necessary to send more men to 
England as they could not be fed. He 
contended that our own troops should 
be returned to Canada to till the soll.

He 'said it should make any Canadian 
blush to think of. that wicked C.N.R. 
eal,-and which he’ condemned. He 
spoke at some length with tears in his 
eyes, of the awful suffering of some 
of the Germans and Austrians who 
had been taxed $12 an acre, and were 
obliged to wear horrible sheep skin 
clothing in their native land, and of 
their coming to Canada, getting good 
farms and becoming free and happy, 
and of the. horrible punishment 
flicted upon them. by the franchise. 
He drew attention to the great fight 
Ffank Oliver had put up for prohib- 
ition, which he. favored, and his big 


fight to have the grain which was used 
for making whisky used for flour. He 
drew a vivid picture of the suffering 
of our boys at the front, in cold, in 
wet, in dangers often, and hunger, and 
the brave way they carried on the 
fight, but did not think this cry of 
winning the war was taken seriously 
enough. Our boys only got $1.10 a 
day, while he contended the Austral- 
fans got $2.50 a day. He _ favored 
giving our boys $5.00 a day (Cheers). 
The boys woilld tot come home until 
this scrap was over. His boy would 
not come home. 


Mr. MacKay opened by claiming

that no election ever held in Canada 
was.so ifhportant as this election. The 
length, breadth, and depth of the 


Dominion was stirred as it had never 
been stirred before. He was sure of 
his ground. Premier Borden was a 
traitor to the free democratic institu- 
tions of this country. He claimed the 
nominations were brought on a month 
before elections to prevent the Laur- 
fer party placing candidates in the 
fleld. He devoted some time to read- 
ing the resolution introduced into the 
Winnipeg convention by the Hon. A.

REV. W. G. BROWN’S LETTER. 


Rev. W. G. Brown, in a letter to The Advocate last 
week, casts aspersions on the press of Red Deer. 
He said: 

“But today, even when misleading statements 
are made and unworthy motives insinuated, there 
is no Advocate whose business it is to bring out the 
other side, while an intolerant and intolerable pub- 
lic opinion causes the people to submit to this con- 
dition in a sort of sullen but resentful silence that 
always bodes ill for the welfare of any community, 
large or small.” 

One would think from the above that we had been 
doing the Rev. gentleman an injury, but we wish to 
say we have no quarrel with him, and we have never 
to our knowledge, said an unkind word regarding 
him. Yet we capnot but think these remarks are 
But we are not going to reply. 
We will only frankly turn the other cheek. We 
will not even draw attention to a remark made by 
one who was very gentle and good about a certain 
mote in a brother’s eye. We have only touched on 
this letter because it gives us an opportunity to send 
home a few thoughts why we take our present 
stand in the war. There is nothing else matters. 
There is only one thing we should think of. All 
other things such as politics and the little party 
quarrels and jealousies of everyday life should be 
thrown aside for bigger, greater, nobler things. Only 
one thing matters and that is to help our glorious 
sons at the front. Almighty God, and we say it 
with all reverence, has place:l it in the hearts of 
some an all consuming fire of devotion to the right- 
eous cause for which our boys are fighting, while 
others will pray and weep, but never so much as 
lift a finger to help a government formed, absolutely 
formed to help prosecute this war to a successful 
conclusion, and who are determined to do all they 
can to frustrate the help our sons are pleading for, 
although these very people, with great patriotism, a 
couple of years ago sent our soldier boys off with 
banners flying and with shouts of praise, with the 
promise that we would see them through this fight 
if we had to send our last man and spend our last 
dollar in doing so. Now, when the cry comes from 
their blood stained lips for help, when they hold 
aloft their shattered limbs in an appeal to us to 
come quickly, some people talk politics and turn 
coldly away. As we said, there is but one thing for 
all loyal people in Canada to do, and that is to see 
this war through to a finish. We are going to use 
all the strength the Almighty has given us, all the 
nerve we can muster, and all the punch we = are 
capable of in this effort, and nothing else matters. 


TRIED TO CIRCULATE FALSE IMPRESSION. 


At the Puffer meeting Mr. MacKay said the Trade 
Unionists were against the Union government. Here 
again he lied and tried to create a false impression. 
J. G. O'Donoghue, of Toronto, the well-known advo- 
cate of organised labor said, last week, that he 
heartily endorsed Union government because Union 
was the only thing that would bring the required 
saiccess to allied arms. “I would never ‘scab’ it ina 
strike, and our soldier boys are on the biggest strike 
that ever took place. I don’t intend to ‘ scab it’ on 
them. I am content to stand beside the great labor 
leaders of Great Britain and the Unitd States in that 
regard, Organised labor can speak for itself. I 
bow to no man in my advocacy and support of the 
principles of organized labor.” 

The time for taking a referendum, Mr. Donoghue 
believed, was before Canada was committed to parti- 
cipation in the war. A referendum or vote in labor 
circles was taken before inaugurating a strike, but 
once a strike was declared everything possible was 
done to win. 

“If gold could have saved Belgium,” he went on, “I 
wouldn't have sacrificed one human life. But Ger- 
many wouldn't wait and the fighters had to go. If 
we had the co-operative commonwealth like the 
Socialists advocate, the first thing would be to con- 
script every citizen. Then it would procede to utilize 
resources. That is the procedure everywhere, and 
that is what is being done in Canada. Our resources 
have not been drawn on to the extent I would like 
but the best prospect of this being done is through 
the Union government. I have all the more. confi- 
dence in progress now that Labor men have been 
included in the Cabinet.” 


THERE IS BUT ONE ISSUE. 


There is but one issue in this campaign, and that 
is to win this war. All other issues are mere side 
issues. 

This thought is uppermost in the minds of all loyal 
citizens in this great Dominion. 

A Union Government has been formed of the lead- 
ing statesmen of Canada to carry this idea: to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

Fifty per cent. of the members of this Union Gov- 
ernment is composed of the leading minds in the Lib- 
eral party, representing every province in the Domin- 
ion. These men have given the question every con- 
sideration and they can come to but one conclusion, 
they cannot desert the boys at the front. 

Mr. Puffer weeps crocodile tears for the sufferings 
of our brave boys, but will not raise a finger to help 
them. He contends they should be brought home to 
work the farms and leave others to fight our battles 
for us. , 

Canada is as truly in this war as any other country, 
only our front line trenches are across the sea. If 
the Hun breaks through that line, they will soon be 
at our gates. 

Voluntary enlistment has absolutely fallen down, 
and if Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his followers are re- 
turned to power next month, the conscription act will 
be repealed. Quebec will rule Canada, and our boys 
will be left to their fate. 

“If ye break faith with us who die: 

We shall not sleep, though poppies grow

LAURIER ON THE KAISER. 


The year before the war Sir Wilfrid Laurier said 
in the House of Commons, when speaking of the 
Kaiser: : 

“The German Emperor is undoubtedly one of the 
great men of the present age. By intellect, by char- 
acter, by moral fibre, he has shown himself wonder- 
fully endowed. In the first years of his reign some 
of his utterances sent a shiver through those who 
had the peace of the world at heart. Many believed 
that he was, perhaps, hankering for the glamour of 
military glory. But as he advanced in years, and as 
crisis after crisis came his potent influence was 
always directed towards peace. And the day may 
come when, like his illustrious uncle, our late King, 
he may be ealled the peacemaker, At all events, 
we may presume that if blood is thicker than water, 
it ought to be thicker than water in the veins of kings 
and emperors as well as in those of common mortals. 
And what incentive can the German Emperor have 
to humiliate a country like England, to which he 


is attached by such dear ties? , 


ANOTHER LIE NAILED. 


Mr. MacKay said there were 117,000 Canadian 
troops in England who had never crossed the Chan- 
nel. This was an absolutely false statement, and he 
proved it so by his own remarks. He said there 
-were only 50,000 troops in the firing line and 150,000 
in reserves, making 200.000 in France, and the bal- 
ance, 117,000, were in England and had never crossed 
the Channel yet. How does this political Jehu ac- 
count for the 100,000 casualties? Thirty thousand 
peacefully sleep the last sleep in Flanders’ fields; 
seventy thousand wounded have crossed the Channel 
twice. Therefore as only 332,000 have crossed the 
sea to England, there cannot possibly be more than 
32,000 men in England who have not crossed the 
Channel, not enough to make up a fifth division, and 
the number is growing less daily, owing to the oppo- 
sition of unscrupulous men like MacKay.

THE LAUGH ON MACKAY. 


Hon. A. G. MacKay last Wednesday night con- 
demned the franchise act which deprived certain 
British subjects of their votes and at the same time 
gave votes to some women. He stated this was un- 
democratic and insinuated that the British govern- 
ment would not stand for such a thing for a moment. 
He said that Paul Kruger disfranchised certain peo- 
ple in South Africa, which in part caused the Boer 
war. Borden, he contended, was the Paul Kruger of 
Canada. Now it turns out that probably while Mr. 
MacKay was making his speech the British govern- 


ment was making history by depriving certain British’ 


subjects of their vote, and on the other hand giving 
certain women the vote. Therefore, according.to Mr. 
MacKay, Lloyd George, Premier Borden, and Paul 
Kruger are all in the same boat. What do you think 
of it? 


LAURIER PLAN WILL NOT DO. 


But the rest of the country cannot be led away 
by this Quebec enthusiasm for Sir Wilfrid’s policy. 
Suppose he was to succeed. Suppose he was re- 
turned to power in the next election, and suppose he 
suspended Canada’s war preparetions and dropped 
he Military Service Act. Suppose ii2 eid this, what 
effect would kis action have on the people of Great 
Britain? It would be, disastrous.: At a time when 
the clouds lowered and everything lovked dark, to 
hare Cuneda falter or hesitate might take the heart 
out of the people over there. Nothing would please 
the Kaiser better than that Sir Wilfrid should suc- 
ceed in the coming election—Hamilton Times (Lib- 
eral). 


For the fourth time the British Parliament has 
been extended. Yet Sir Wilfrid Laurier said it would 
be a crime to extend the Canadian Parliament, and 
forced an election at this time with all its turmoil 
and strife. 

Why talk of a referendum now? ‘There will be 
all the referendum Sir Wilfrid Laurier desires on 
the 17th of Deeember next.

All land against which there are any arrears of taxes will be placed 
op a “TAXY ENFORCEMENT RETURN” during January; this return, 
when audited, is submitted to a Judge of the District Court for con- 
firmation. 


When the “TAX ENFORCEMENT RETURN” is confirmed by the 
Judge, and registered in the office of Land Registration District, the 
ownership of lands on the return is vested in the Local Improvement 
District, free from all liens and encumbrances. 


If after ONE YEAR, the taxes, costs, expenses, etc., against the 
lands have not been paid, it becomes the absolute property of the 
Local Improvement District, and subject to the approval of the Min- 
ister, may be sold, leased or otherwise disposed of by the Council 
on such terms and conditions as it may fix.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The commissioners brought in 
following report: 

The Council, City of Red Deer, © 
Gentlemen: ‘ 

We recommend that the annual rate- 
payers’ meeting be held on Friday, 
November 30th, in the City Hall. 

The outside work has been finished 
up for the season but the roads are 
being levelled wherever possible to 
work on them. We are having all 
water services inspected and checked 
up before winter and services liable 
to freeze up have been protected. 

We submit letter from Payne & 
Graham re lot 5, Fairview, and recom- 
mend that this lot be offered for sale 
by tender, a reserve price being placed 
at the amount due for taxes and costs 
to the Villiage of North Red Deer and 
the City of Red Deer. 

S. Stewart, District Government En- 
gineer, has made a survey of a pro- 
posed road south-west from Red Deer 
through West Park, and we submit 
herewith sketch showing several plans 
for dealing with this matter. 

Plan No. I—This road will run 
straight west from the Railway cros- 
sing to the hill, then angle south-west 
to the corner of Alberta Street, which 
is back of blocks A, B, and C, West 
Park. This plan would necessitate 
acquiring land from the Townsite Co.., 
the Moore Estave, and the owner of 
Block A, West Park. The road would 
be costly to build, and there would 
be difficulty in taking care of the 
water coming down the coulee’ north 
of block A. The road would then run 
south on Alberta street to the road 
allowance. 

Plan No. 2—This road would angle 
south west from the railway crossing 
to the north east corner of Block A, 
West Park, then west to Alberta Ave., 
then south to the road allowance. This 
would necessitate acquiring land from 
the same parties as Plan 1. The road 
to Block A would be easily and cheap- 
ly constructed to this point, but run- 
ning west from there would run up the 
coulee and taking care of the water 
would be a difficult matter. 

Plan No. 3-—This road would run as 
in plan 2 to Block A, then south to the 
road allowance. The hill could be 


| craded to 8 per cent. Mr. Stewart in- 


forms us, and would not be costly to 
construct. A culvert could be built 
the hill 
where it has been washing out the 
road, — . 

Plan No. 4—-This road would run 
south-west from the railway crossing 
for about 100 yards, then angle fur- 
ther south striking about the south 
side of block B, then running straight 
road allowance.~ This 
would be the cheapest road to con- 
struct. 

After going over the ground care- 
fully and discussing the matter with 
Mr. Stewart we believe that plan No. 
3 should be adgpted, provided that 
the land can be acquired. This road 
would be cheaply constructed as com- 
pared with either plans 1 or 2, and 
would give the owners of blocks A, B, 
and C front access to their property 
though it necessitates acquiring more 
land from the Townsite Co. At the 
same time it would be advisable to 
secure a strip of land 33 ft. wide from 
the Moore estate and a corner of 
Block A so that later a road might 
be built as in Plan 2 if deemed advis- 
The owners of Block A and 


and at present they have none. 
Whatever plan is decided upon the 
matter of acquiring the land necess- 
ary will have to be taken up with the 
owners, and this should be initiated at 


once so that the ‘whole — proposition 
would be settled before spring. 

We recommend that a rebate of 
$18.00 be granted to W. Piper, being 
the amount of Local Improvement Tax 
charged ‘against his property on Vic- 
toria Ave., as the Council last year 
decided to rebate this tax. 

We submit accounts for your auth- 
orization to pay. 

All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

TANKS MADE A FINE 
SHOWING IN FIGHT 


SOME CAME TO GRIEF BUT THE 
MAJORITY WENT ON THEIR 
WAY UNHINDERED. 


London, Nov. 23.—Nothing has been 
announced here officially, or unoffici- 
ally, concerning the number of mach- 
ines constituting what the correspon- 
dents describe as the “grand fleet” 
of tanks employed in Tuesday's ad- 
vance, but the number, apparently, 
has been greater than in any one pre- 
vious action. Casualties, of course, 
were inevitable in an operation of 
such a scale, but the special dispatch- 
es agree that they are not great. Some 
even describe the tank losses as light. 

One writer says that “a number" 
were knocked out by direct*hits from 
the German big guns. Another says 
that some were overturned by shell 
fire,,and others were bogged. One or 
two buried their noses in the soft 
earth or turned over trying to climb 
down steep banks. One fell into a 
canal, but it is evident that the great 
majority plunged ahead unhindered.

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CAMBRAI THREATENED BY ADVANCING 
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CAVALRY WORKING. 


British Army Headquarters in France, 
Nov. 21.— (By the Associated Press). 
The present battle, more t.an any 
other in the, western theatre,has tak- 
en on the savor of fighting: in other 
wars, when men struggled in the open 
and cavalry made thrilling charges 
against enemy guns. Many military 
critics have long conterlded that cav- 
alry was a thing of the past, but the 
mounted men have refuted this claim. 

Field Marshal Haig has clung to his 
horse troops throughout the weary 
months of trench fighting. He be- 
lieved that some day he would have a 
chance to use them, and his judgment 
has been vindicated. 

Field Marshal Haig's blow against 
the Cambrai front represents true 
strategy. He had hammered at the 
enemy in Flanders until they were | 
worn out completely. He had driven. 


them back as far as the mud would}- 


permit, and had compelled them to 
call on every ounce of strength they 
had to maintain themselves. Then he 
suddenly sprung his surprise attack 
in an unexpected quarter. 


STRONGEST OF THE LOT. — 


The Hindenburg lines on the Cam- 
brai front were the strongest the Ger- 
mans had laid out in the west. The 
enemy considered them impregnable. 


but they were protected by a very 
deep belt of barbed wire, which it was 
thought that only a protracted bom- 
bardment by great concentration of 
guns would cut sufficiently to allow 
the infantry to go through. 

British tanks never have been called 
upon for such extensive work before, 
but they did in a few hours what the 
artillery would have required days to 
accomplish, The Hindenburg line was 
pierced absolutely on a wide front and 
to a greater depth than ever before. 

The correspondent today inspected 
the main Hindenburg line near Hav- 
rincourt, and saw the amazing work 
done by the iron monsters. In some 
places they had no trouble either in 
tearing through the wire or in cros- 
sing trenches. There were gaps in 
the wire entanglements a rod _ in 
width, where not one vestige of wire 
was left standing, and by following 
the tracks of the tanks one could see 
where they had trundled across the 
trenches as though they were merely 
scratches in the ground, instead of 
wide, deep ditches. 


THEY SAW IT ALL. 


The tanks, of course, went through 
No Man’s Land, under the full obser- 
vation of the German artillery, and 
while the gunfire was weak, some fire 
was directed on the tanks as they ad- 
vanced. It was interesting to follow 
the trail of the tanks and to see where 
shells had struck all about, apparently 
without doing any damage, for in this 
whole section the correspondent did 


not see one tank which had been 
knocked out. 
The condition of the German 


trenches showed plainly that the occu- 
pants had abandoned them in a hurry. 
All sorts of equipment and personal 
belongings strewed the ground. 

Since the beginning of the attack 
the gunfire had been extremely weak. 
No Man's Land showed comparatively 
few shell craters of any size today, 
and this morning the’ British guns 
were doing virtually all the filrng on 
most of the front involved. This is a 
striking ‘contrast to the Flanders re. 
gion, which has been an inferno of 
artillery fire for weeks.

The fighting about Flesquisres be- 
gan last night, but It was not until 
about 8 o'clock today that the British 
made an organized as3eult on the 
town. The tanks went ahead and 
were engaged immediately by seven 
heavy German guns, which begar to 
fire at them point-blank at short range 
It was a critical moment, for while 
the tanks will withstand heavy fire 
they cannot be expected to stand up 
long under big shells hurled from guns 
only a short distance away. 


CHARGED ARTILLE?Y. 


The British infantry which swarmed 
through behind the tanks saw _ the 
predicament of their. iron friends and 
deliberately charged the enemy artil- 
lery with rifles and hand grenades. 
All the guns were captured and their 
crews were killed. 

A similar incident occurredat Premy 
Chappelle, northwest of Marcojng, 
where three guns were stormed and 
their crews taken prisoners. Most of 
this work fell to the cavalry. The 
mounted troops got into Marcoing 
and Masnieres last night, and in the 
latter town engaged in sanguinary bat- 
tle with German infantry. An enemy 
batlery there was giving trouble and 
a squad of horsemen charged the 
position, shooting or sabering the en- 
tire gun crew. Another battery at 
Rumimilley wis taken in similar fash- 
on. 

Graincourt was carried by 
Cavalry, tanks, and = infantry were 
working together. British forces, :t 
the latest reports have carried their 
line in this section northward to the 
Bapaume-Cambrat road.

THE GERMANS RAN. 


The Germans ran from Ribecourt, 
wit» tae British close at their heets 
This town is a mass of ruins, partly 
on account of shellfire and partly 
from lack’ of repairs. The German 
dugouts were left intact. 

The occupation of Marcoinz aa 
Masnieres was a great stroke for the 
British, as it gave tfiem much-nee fed 
crossings for the Escault river and 
canal which formed a natural barrier 
to the advance from this direction. 
Qavalry, infantry, and tanks were 
poured immediately across these pas- 
sages and proceeded to work north 
ward. 

Military necessity precluded the 
mention of cavalry in the first dis- 
patch regarding the present offensive, 
but it may now be said that the 
mounted men went into action at 11.30 
o'clock yesterday morning after the 
tanks had opened the way through the 
barbed wire. This was one of the fea- 
tures of the battles in which General 
Pershing appeared to take deep inter- 
est while he was at the front yester- 
day. It has been a wonderful two 
days for the horsemen, who have been 
relegated to rear areas of the west 
ern front, with a few exceptions since 
early in the war. Thousands of them 
had been operating over a wide front 
beyond the Hindenburg line. 


8,000 PRISONERS. 

British Army Headquarters in 
France, Noy. 21.—About 8,000 German 
prisoners were in the British cages 
as a result of yesterday’s attack on 
the Cambria sector and nearly a score 
of guns were captured.
